Two days ago old Mrs. Stuhr, who lives on 
Fifth street, below Poplar. came to per lodgers 
Gaston Serviere, a Westliche Post reporter, 
for advice. She has a son Gerhardt, who is 
employed in Horton’s grocery stofe, on Main 
and Christy avenue. The boy bears a good 
character and is well disposed. Since 
Tuesday night when young Louder- 
man was killed Mrs. Stuhr had noticed 
ber boy seemed greatly troubied in mind. 
He confided to ber that he knew something 
about the murder, but under threat of death 
was afraid to talk. Forced by his uneasi- 
ness to makeaconfidant of somebody, he 
finally imparted to her what he had seen and 
heard, and she came to Serviere to ask what 
was best to be done. Saturday night the re- 
porter and the boy sat down together and 
canvassed the situation. Young Stuhr admit- 
ted that he knew a great deal, and said thatif 
brought into court he would tell it all but, 
under the circumstances he believed he 
would be killed if he revealed the guilty par- 
ties before they were taken intocustody. The 
reporter argued the dangers of reticence but, 
Stubr was dogged. Yesterday Serviere ad- 
vised with Frank R. O' Neil, 
the city editor of the Republican, 
who grasped at once the importance of the 
clues onered. Mrs. Stuhr and her son were 
seen, and the boy’s statement finally obtained 
in connected form. In short it was this: 

WHAT STUHR HEARD AND saw? 
‘“T was coming down Fifth street.“ said 


Stubr, “about 11 o’clock Tuesday night, 
with Franz Maurer,who works fora barber un 
Jefferson avenue and Market street. When 
we were betwen Market and Chestnut, in 
front of Nicholson’s grocery, we met four 
boys going toward Chestnut. They were 
Louis Miller, whois a plumber and about 
18 years old; Fred Zachritz, the son of a bar- 
ber on Fifth street; Oscar Zachrite, his 
cousin, and Patsy Early. I asked them 
where they were going and one of them said, 
‘up town,’ at the same time they all hurried 
on. Before Maurer andI reached Market 
we beard a shot and ran to Sixth and Chest- 
nut, where I found a man lying on the 
ground. Miller was standing by and I said, 
‘You’ve got yourself in a box.’ No, I ain't.“ 
he replied, Patsy did it. If vou tell PI) 
kill you.“ Then Miller ran away and I help- 
ed carry the dying man into the drug store.“ 
THE POLICE GO TO WORK. 

This was the story which the journalists 
got, and they devoted Sabbath evening to 
jlocating the four men, Early, William 
and Oscar Zachritz and Louis Miller. 
At 2 o’clock this morning a Republican 
reporter as Capt. Huebler, the Actin 
Chief, at his home on Caroline street, an 

laced before bimtbe revelations of Stuhr. 
‘Before he had heard all the Captain’s face 
highted as if with the recollection of 
something. He ran up stairs, and when he 
came down be said: 

„Here is one of the many anonymous com- 
munications which have come to headquar- 
ters, purporting to throw light on 
the tragedy. > @ in German, 
and says that if we want to get 
the Louderman murderer, all we have to do 
isto arrest Patey Earley, who cut Willie 
Zachritz at the corner of Fifth and Cerre 
some time ago. We paid no attention to this 
as we had been misled by so many 
similar communications. There's no time to 
be lost now.“ 

As Soon af the Chief could reach the near- 
est police station he telegraphed haadquart- 
ers, and as soon as they could be summoned 
Sergeant Watkins and twenty officers were 
off in search of Miller, the Zachritz boys, 
and most of all young Early, 

THE ARRESTS. 

At fifteen minutes past 3 o’clock Officers 
Ryan and Duffy took Louis Miller out of bed, 
at bis house on Poplar, near Sixth street. 
The boy dressed and expressed perfect will- 
ingness not only to go with the officers, but to 
tell ali he knew of the murder. 

Three of the Zachritz boys were brought in 

next, but one of them, William, 22 years old, 
had not been present at the shooting and was 
released. Oscar Zachritz, 18 
and William E. Zachritz, 
14, Were locked up. Both admitted 
that they were present when Louderman was 
shot, and talked as volubly as could be de- 
sired. Meantime Maurer had deen 
arrested under the misapprehension 
that he stood in the] relation to the crime 
that Miller dia, but when it was found he 
was only a witness be was let go. 

Tue search for Patsy Early was the most 
anxious of all. His people had lived on Fifth 
and Cerre,in the immediate neighborhood of 
the other boys’ houses, but Patsy had moved. 
It was not until after 4 o’clock this morning 
that Officer James Ryan lecated the 
murderer at 1032 South Thirteenth street, 
where be was sleeping with a brother. Says 
Ryan: “I have often heard that murderers 
are troubled in their sleep, but never 
saw the illustration of it till this 
morning. WhenI wentinto the room Pat- 
sy lay there asleep muttering and tossing 
his arms. I looked at him a few minutes 
and then I took hold of his shoulder. He 
flung his arm up as if to ward off something 
and then fell to fighting like a little terrier.“ 

THEY MEANT TO WHIP HIM. 

The statements of the Zachritz boys, Mil- 
ler and the murderer agree well as to the 
circumstances preceding the shooting. They 


were all in the vicinity of the old Canterbury, 
now the new Comique Theater, on South 
Sixth street, about the 
street and and catching 
glimpses of the performance throuzh tae 
open windows. Louderman was in the wine 
room treating the girls, and one or the other 
of the boys would go to the door and guy“ 
him. In response to the chaff. Louder- 
man came to the door and called 
them rats and dogs. The words which 
passed provoked a good deal of bad feeling 
and the boys resolved that they would follow 
Louderman after he went away and whip 
him. They carried this programme out 
and went u Sixt street not 
far behind, one waiting tor the other to take 
the initiative. Billy Zachritz and Patsy 
Early were walking together and Miller and 
Oscar Zachritz were behind, Just before 
they reached the corner of Sixth and 
Chestnut, Billy accosted Louderman and 
wanted to know why he had called them 
names down at the theater. Louderman re- 
= roughly, and, drawing his billy, struck 

illy. This was the signal for a scuf- 
fie, which Wolf attempted to check, 
and in the midst of which Early 
presented a pistol and fired. The sudden- 
ness of the firing seemed to shock all. For it 
was several seconds before some one said, 
Let's get out of here,” and then they ran. 
Early and the Zachritz boys went first, fol- 
— by Wolf, and Miller was the last to 
eave. 

THE FATHER’S ADVICE. 


Early’s father visited the Four Courts soon 
after the arrest, and after counseling with 
his son bade bim tell the reporters nothing 
when they came to question him. How well the 
advice was followed may be judged from the 
interview had by a representative of the 
PoOsT-DISPATCH with the prisoner a couple 
of hours after he was locked up. 


THE MURDERER’S CONFESSION. 


Patsy Early, the murderer, who is a seven- 
teen-year-old boy, was interviewed. He at 
first refused to gy any information. The 
reporter asked b if he hadalawyer. He 
saidno. The reporter promised to get him 
one. After numerous — prema 9 of sympa- 
thy the murderous youth was at last got to 
tel] a very short story. 

My name is Patsy Early,“ he said. and 
I a messenger boy at the Missouri Pacific 
office. 


The speaker looked between the bars and 
did not seem as old as he pretended to be. 
He was less than five feet in height, of light 
complexion, with short dark hair,ja dark hat 
of soft felt and dark diagonal clothes. He as - 
sumed none of the braggadocio airs so much 
affected by epillers of biood, but was quiet, 
cold-blooded and very careful. 

**Patsy,’”? the reporter said, I want you 
to tell me your story!“ 

Jain't got nothing to say,“ said 3 

Were you in the party Tuesday night 
when the shooting was done!“ 

J ain’t got nothing to say,“ was the re- 
sponse, while the prisoner worked his hands 
up and down theiron bars of his cage and 
made every pretension of being entirely ig- 
norant of anything concerning the shooting. 

“Had you anything to do with this 
affair?’ 

J ain't got nothing to say,“ was the an- 
ewer. 

Has a lawyer told you to answer in this 
way” 

“T ain’t got no lawyer.“ 

**Where have you been since the night of 
the murder? 

„At work, down at the Missouri Pacific 
offices, where I am an errand boy.“ 

*“*W here were you on Tuesday night?“ 

„Me and some other fellows were in the 
lumber yard next to the new Comique and 
we got to guyingacouple of fellows who 
called us rats and tramps. After the theater 
was out we followed them up Sixth street.” 

What did you follow them for?” 

To see if they meant us.“ 

„Well. what next?” 

„We followed them to Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, where the row took place.“ 


“How did it begin?” — 


„We was walking by, and the man who | 


was killed afterwards said, ‘Are you the fel- 
lows I called tramps at the Canterbury?’ 
Zachritz said, ‘Yes, and we want to know 
what you meant by valling us tramps and 
rats.’ The man pete a billy and hit Zaen- 
ritz in the head, knocking him in the gutter; 
then he struck at me and bit me, and then 
the shooting took place.“ 


„Wbo did the shooting?“

The boy then fought shy of a number of 
questions. After denying that be had done 
the shooting or that he carried a revol- 
ver he admitted the possession of 
the revolver, as will be seen above. Then 
he studiously directed himself towards a de- 
nial of the shooting. He repeated his story of 
the trouble atthe Canterbury and of the fol- 
lowing up of the parties to Sixth and Chestuut 
streets. 

‘*What was your objectin following them?” 
the reporter asked. 

“Well, we wanted to know what they 
meant by calling us rats and tramps.“ 

Did you mean to fight with them?“ 

Not exactly.” 

„Wbat did you mean by following them?“ 

“IT don’t know.“ 


Well, when you got to Sixth and Chest- 
nut, what happened!“ 

* What did the other fellows tell you!“ 

‘*They told me all about it.“ 

Did they say I did the shooting?“ 

Tes.“ 

What did they tell you about it?” 

‘*Tney said that after Louderman struck 
Zachritz in the head he struck you, and that 
he was going to strike you when you fired. 
Is that right?“ 

‘*That’s about right, only I don’t know 
who did the shooting.“ 

But they say you did it.” 

„Who says?!“ 

„All the boys—the Zachritzes and Mlller, 
and they tell a pretty plain story.“ 

„Well, I ain't got nothing to say about it,“ 
answered the youth, who seemed to under- 
stand his duty asa first-class criminal. 


A long and steady cross-examination of the 
boy failed to elicit anything further 
until the reporter, by sae his 
cards to advantage, succeeded in gaining a 
confession from the murderer—the first he 
had made. He told the following story: 

„After we left the yard next to the Canter- 
bury we followed this man up Sixth street to 
Chestnut. We didn’t want to fight with 
him, but just to ask if he meant us when he 
called us tramps and rats. 
When we got to the corner 
of Sixth and Chestnut him and another fel- 
low was standing there and we wentup to 
them. Zachritz—the little fellowin thenext 
cell — brushed against Louderman, 
and Louderman asked if we 
were the fellows he bad called 
rats and tramps. Zachritz asked if he meant 
it, and he * is hand in a back pocket, Lou - 
derman did, and pulled a billy. He struck 
young Zachritz over the head and knocked 

im in the gutter. Then he made a 
liek at me and bit me a glancing lick on the

THE PISTOL. 

Wbat became of the pistol?’ asked Cap- 
— Fruchte, who was present at the inter- 
view. 

“ITthrewit away on Kighth street in the 
alley between Walnut and Elm on the north 
side of the street.“ This answer was not 
obtained, however, withouc many evasions 
on the  prisoner’s part. He first said 
that he threw it away on Twelfth 
street, and then he threw it away on Walnut 
street, and it was only after the Captain and 
the reporter had assured him that the pro- 
duction of the weapen would do him 
no harm thathe answered as above. Acting 
Chief Huebler ordered Sergeant Frank Wat- 
kins to try to secure the pistol as soon as he 
heard of the disposition of it. 

This ended the interview with the prisoner, 
who sat down toa nice breakfast brought to 
— by his mother, who called at the jail 
early.

THE MOTHER’S DEVICE. 

Coming out of the calaboose a reporter met 
Mrs. Early, who had just brought Patsy’s 
breakfast intothbe hold-over. 

„Mrs. Early,“ said the reporter, what 
have you to say about this affair.“ 

% don’t know anything at all about it,“ 
said she, with a strong Irish brogue, but 
I know this, that Patsy has not 
been out of the house for the past 
three weeks one night until 10 o’clock. You 
see, his father whipped him, sor, for bein’ out 
late, and he’s been comin’ home early ever 


„Are you sure of that?” 

„ee, sor. Why, I can bring a dozen of the 
neighbors that'li swear he was at home the 
nighto’ the murder. He got in at 8 o’clock 
that night, sor, he did.” 

And hestayed in all the time, did he!“ 

„Mes, sir. He was there every blessed min- 
ute till morning. We can prove that all 
round, sir.“ 

„Hut be has just confessed to me that he 
did the killing himself.” 

„Eh?“ she said with extreme confusion, 
“Did he say that? Well, then, I guess he 
knows best.“ 

BILLY ZACHRITZ 
is only fourteen years old, and that is all he 
looks. He said to the reporter: I was in 
the yard atthe Canterbury with the other 
boys, and we saw Louderman inthe wine- 
room treating some woman, I believe 
it was Fannie Emerson. Early and 
I were near the door. There was a 
dog chasing a cat in the vard, and a good deal 
of noise was made. Somebody in the wine- 
room said: ‘They’re having a good deal of 
fun outthere in the yard?’ The man who 
was shot came to the door and said 
something about everybody outside 
being dogs and rats, and there was 
something said back tohim. Well, we went 
outin front of the theater and talked about 
following this man up and having a settle- 
ment with him for insulting us. He came 
out and went up Sixth street with the big 
man (Wolf). We followed. Exuriy and 1 first 
and Oscar and Miller behind. Wher we 
were in front of the tailor sh on 


Sixth and Chestnut we were alongside of 


Louderman, who turned and said: I say you 
are the boys that made the remarks in the 
yard down at the theater. I says ‘Yes, and 
what was the cause of your calliug us dogs 
and rats?’ At that he pulled something out 
of his pocket and hit me with it, 
knocking me into the gutter. Then he hit 
Patsey with it. The big man took Louder- 
man bythe shoulder, and when I got up 
Patsy says, III give it to him now,’ and fred. 
We didn’t think of doing any shooting, and it 
kinder stunned us to see the man lying there. 
We stopped and looked at him 
and then somebody, I guess it was Early, 
said, Let's get away,’ and we ran off. I 
went home. Since then I have seen the oth- 
ers. We knew Early was a bad one and were 
afraid to tell what had happened. I am 
ready now to testify ww it 

I live at home and have 
been going to school. The Canterbury is 
close by my bome, which is at 820 South 
Sixth street, with my father, Fred. Zachritz, 
a barber.’’ 

The boy tells bis story in a manner to im- 
press one withthe truthfulness of it. He 
seems no better nor worse than a good many 
other boys of his age. That he has been run- 
ning with Early be admits, but insists that 
when the quartet follewed after Louderman 
it was with no thought of any shooting.

TO WHOM CREDIT IS DUE. 

Te satisfaction of the police over the re- 
sult is expressed in br grins. The acting 
Chief, Sergeant Watkins and all give the 
newspaper men credit for their clever 
work. Mr. Serviere, the Westliche 
Post reporter, had bis suspicions 
first aroused by a question of somebody in 
the house where he rooms as to whether there 
Was a reward for the murderer. Then 
in a conversation with the mother he 
was told of der son's knowledge 
of the murder, which was troubling them 
both greatly. At this stage Serviere took 
into his confidence W. V. Byers of the Re- 
publican, and they worked on the case untib 
they were certain they were on the right 
track. A‘tter tbat it was handled with great 
care. City Editor O’Neil, having obtain- 
ed the names of the four boys and 
having located them, waited until 2 o’cloek 
this morning before informing the acting 
Chief, Capt. Huebler, that he held in his 
hands the whole plot. The valuable infor- 
mation on which the police acted so promptly 
wae all pews to them. It was held exclusively 
by the local forces of the Republican and 
Westliche Post until too late to be of any 
service to the other papers, and then the trap 
was eprung. 

EX-OFFICER NOL. 

After the Zachritz beys, Miller and Earlv 
had been brought in and Acting Chief Hueb- 
ler had heard their statements, he 
stood them up in a row and had 
ex-Oflicer Wolf brought. The man who was 
with Louderman that night, and who made 
such strangely contradictory statements af- 
terwards, was asked if he recognized any of 
these boys. Pointing to Early, he said: 
It seems to me that is the 
young fellow who did the shooting.“ The 
boys on their side identitied Wolf as the min 


who had bis hand on Loudermun’s shoulder 


when Patsy fired. That there 
was no previous acquaintance be— 
tween the boys and the ex- policeman, was 
very evident. The police can only exphain 
Woli’s curious course on the supposition 
that, having failed to arrest any of these 
boys, he was ashamed to admit that he was 
present at the murder. 


PATSY’S PLEA. 


Young Early refused for a long time after 
be was locked up to admit anything. and tirst 
confessed the crime to a PUST- DISPATCH re- 
porter. Aiterwards, about noon, he admit- 
ted the shooting to Sergeant Watkins, but 
claimed self-defence.

CONTINENTAL TRAVELING. 


Old-Fashioned Journeying, and the 
Later Style of“ ouring.“ 
From the London Times. 


Many will regret the time when the conti- 
nent was far from being so popular as at 
present, and when traveling arrangements 
were pleasantly imperfect. Neither memory 
nor desire carries us back to the days when 
the English “ Milord“ was the idol of the inn- 
keepers, and went posting in state with his 
chariot and fourgon. Then bis less lucky 
compatriots, the forerunners of the business- 
worn tourist of our day, had to cramp their 
limbsin the lumbering diligence, and lay 
their plans some days beforehand if they 
— to make sure of a pluce. The kitchen 
was then the best feature in inns, which other- 
wise left very much to desire. The *‘Lion 
r'“ or the Prinz von Pumpernickel““ was 
for the most part in a singularly gloomy situ- 
ation in the picturesque main street of some 
old-fashioned town, and, while the pleasures 
of sicht were imperfectly gratified. the sense 
of smell was shocked mast consistently. 
Should vou feel that vou had had enough of 
vour boliday journey, there was no prospect of 
hurrving bome. You bad to extricate your- 
self by slow degrees from the undertaking 
you had dehberately committed yourself to, 
nnd the actual difficulties of secnring your re- 
treat were hampered besides, at every 
step, by formalities at frontiers and 
passport offices. We are rather disposed 
to wlace the golden age of the British 
touristin tbe earlier years of the develop- 
ment of the railway svstem. Already he was 
taken comfortably and swiftly toward his 
touring ground, but the most pictures jue 
— had hardly as yet been desecrated by 
the sacrilegious pickof the stalwart naviga- 
tor. The railways ran over the wearisome 
plains that stretch across Europe from the 
shores of the channel, but there was no talk 
of piercing tunnels under the Alps, nor had 
the romantic Rhine and the Swiss lakes been 
blasted. On the lakes, as on the rivers, vou 
went smoothly by the steamer, which should 
be speedy enough for any reasonable tourist. 
When you did undertake a piece of 
traveling by diligence or malle poste, the jour- 
ney Was just sufliciently long to make you 
love to stretch the limbs when it was over. 
New botels were springing up everywhere in 
healthful and commanding situations, and the 
landiords swept clean with those new brooms 
oftheirs. Everything was comfortable and 
reasonably cheap, and the company, as we 
remember it, without being over- numerous, 
was varied enough for sociability and com- 
paratively select. Once beyond a certain dis- 
tance, the better class of travelers decidedly 

redominated, while those foreigners who 
requented the first-ciass hotels were distin- 
guished venerally for high breeding and cul- 
tivation. | 

Now, it must be confessed that we have 
changed allthat, and though it might be in- 
vidious to analyze the mixed mobs of latter 
day tourists into their component parts, 
there are signs of the changes that there is no 
mistaking. One of them is tobe read inthe 
udvertisements of those cheap tourist tickets 
which place the remotest scenery of Central 
und Southern Europe within the reach of 
evers body who cansave something ona mod— 
„et income. With a first-class ticket sold at 
Me, the ripper“ is landed at Cologne asa 
starting point. Another signisinthe alter- 
style of hotels, especially in the vreat 
citics of Italy, where the New York, the 
Washington, and similar names are eloquent 
ofthe arrival and incessant circulation of 
flights of -se'f-made_ citizens of the 
Union. Nor is it only the l'ennsyI- 
vanian who has “struck oil,“ or the Western 
man Witb balf a county under steam cultiva- 
tion, Who lavishes his pileeven more profusely 
than the Russian prince or the English lord of 
haifacenturyago. Foreigners who have been 
making fortunes in trade and commerce have 
taken to traveling as they never did before, 
und, as they have launched out in speculation 
that would have horrified their fathers, have 
learned to spend, and evento squander. The 
Germans always liked to see something of the 
world; but in the older time the Germans who 
traveled were at least as frugalas they were 
wsthetic andintelligent. Even the richest of 
them almost invariably went by second-class, 
and everywhere they had their own par- 
ticular inns, which were always wunpreten- 
tious, thgugh often excellent. Nowadays 
inthe most fashionable and extensive hotels 
one may be sure of meeting a number of 
Germans, who are making money fast inthe 
manufacturing towns. They rather affect to 
imitate the English fashions, and so they 
dine contra cour atthe later tables @’hote, 
with sparkling wines in ice-pails at their el- 
hows. Itisnolonger a question, as it was 
once supposed to be, of the landlord charg- 
ing themon a lower tariff than his other 
wuests: and though their manners may mark 
their station unmistakably, as ostentation 
sects to be one of the chief motives of their 
travel, they always take first-class tickets on 
the railways. As for our meteor-like Ameri- 
can friends, they are to be met with every- 
where, rolling up from their in- 
tensely social proclivities into traveling par- 
tles of portentous strength: while at anv 
moment a train or a hotel may be swamped 
by some body of English pilgrims *“*personal- 
ly conducted.” Of that extraordinary popu- 
larization of touring we desire to speak with 
ullsympathy. It is certain that many of our 
fellow-creatures enjoy it. We hope it may 
be taken to be equally certain that it is as 
peel as it is pleasant to many of them.

Suicide in Prisons. 
From St. James Gazette. 

Some interesting observations respecting 
suicide by prisoners appear in the appendix 
to the last report of the commissioners of 
prisons. An inquiry into the cases of suicide 
in local prisons during a period of five years 
has led the medical inspector to the conclu- 
sion thatthetenaency to commit suicide is 
vreater during the first week of imprison- 
ment than at any subsequent period, xnd 
that persons under remand or waiting for 
trial are more likely to commit suicide than 
those who bave received sentence. Habitual 
criminals are less liableto commit suicide 
than persons who are in prison forthe first 
time. Such depression and discomfort as may 
result from the infliction of punishment for 
breaches of prison discipline have but little 
effect in inducing attempts at self-destruction. 
Persons whoare capable of violence to others 
ure specially prone to be violent to them- 
selves. Fear, and especially the fear of penal 
servitude, is the most influential of the 
motives of suicide. Persons sentenced to 
penal servitude show a greater tendency to 
commit suicide in the interval between re- 
ceiving sentence and removal to convict 
prisons than at any time afterwards. A con- 
nection between the ability to assign a mo ive 
and the number of suicides in the different 
prisons may be inferred from the fact that the 
lurgest number of suicides occurred in prisons 
which furnish the least information as to 
nitive. This points tothe supposition that 
the stupidity of prison officials may bear some 
relation tothe number of suicides. When 
there is professed inabilitv to “assign a mo- 
tive’’ in case of a tendency to suicide, no 
effectual precautions are probably taken to

TO HANG 


Indians and White Men to Hang at 
Fort Smith, September 9, 1881. 
From the Fort Smith Elevator. 

Ourfreporter interviewed the prisoners 
now lying in jail here under death sentence. 
There are six all told—three white menin 
cell No. land three Indians in cell No. 2. 
They will be hung the 9th of September. 

Pat McGowan was the first we talked with. 
He is a manof slender build, about five feet 
eight inches tall, rather nervous tempera- 
ment. He is 135 years of age; was born 
in Ireland but raisedin this country from 
infancy; served in the Union army in the 
Twelfth Lilinois Cavalry; was mustered out 
and went te live in Rockford, III. ‘Thence 
be went to Cedar Falls, Iowa, where he 
worked at the wagon-making business. 
He left there in 1870, going through Kan- 
sas and the Territory to Texas; thence he 
drifted back to the Chickasaw country,where 
be married a white woman and took a lease 
on 360 acres of land, which he cultivated for a 
time with Latta. Falling out with Latta, he 
bought him out, and Latta left threatening 
McGowan’s life. Shortly afterward Mc- 
Gowan, smarting under what he deemei to be 
dangerous to his life. followed Latta and shot 
him. Henever denied the charge, and never 
ran away to avoid the deputies. He makes 
no complaint against his lawyers, but frets 
overthe condition of his wife and babies 
(four), and over the fact that the witness on 
whom be somuch depended should have 
sworn falsely against him, and now hoids 
his lease in the nation. His attorneys are 
working hard for a commutation. 

George W. Padgett is a heavy-set, fair- 
complexioned man of 23 years of age. He 
was bornin Smith county, Texas, and has 
lived most of his life onthe cattle range as 
trai] band, making occasional 8 through 
the nation to Kansas with the herd fie 
murdered Wm. II. Stephens in July, 1880, on 
the Salt Fork of the Arkansas River, about 
thirty miles south of Caldwell, Kas. Steph- 
ens was a Texan, and had charge of the herd. 
The difficulty arose about afew head of cat- 
tie that Padgett charged Stephens with hav- 
ing stolen in Texas. Padgett refused to“ cut 
them out“ of the herd for Stephens’ share, 
and bere a quarrel arose and Padgett shot 
him dead. Whenthe Judge asked Padgett 
what he had to say why the sentence of the 
law should not be passed he simply said “the 
believed he had the deed to do.“ Like the 
others he took his death sentence very ceolly. 

William T. Brown was born in Daviess 
county, Mo., and is 27 years old, of mild de- 
meanor, and nothing of the desperado about 
him. He has lived in the Chickasaw country 
for the last few years, and at the time of the 
murder (August last) was engaged in sup- 
plying the quartermaster at Fort Sill with 
hay for the cavalry. His partner in the con- 
tract was Ralph C. Tate, wbro was from 
Texas. He claims he never intended to shoat 
Tate, Who was his friend and partner, but he 
was after one Bob Moore, a noted desperado, 
who had unmervifully beaten him. He shot 
him in the dark, thinking it was Moore he 
was shooting at. He took his sentence very 
quietly, and had no remarks to make. 

‘he two Creek Indian boys, Amos and 
Abier Manly, sti!l maintain their innocence 
ofthe murder of MacVeigh. They are re- 
spectively 19 and 17 years of age, and ee 
the pure features of the uneducated Indian, 
wild and defiant. They wouldrather be shot 
thau hanged by the neck. The murder they 
are charged with was bloody and brutal. 
They came to MacVeich’s house one cold 
night in December last and asked for lodg- 
ing. MacVeigh made a good warm fire for 
them and placed a pallet near the fire for 
their use. Toward morning they arose and 
killed MacVeigbh and mangled his hired man, 
Barnett, almost cutting his head off with an 
axe,and completely severing his wrist. These 
boys had two trials—the first, early in May, 
the jury failing to agree. standing eleven for 
conviction and one tor acqwital; the second 
trial the jury brought in their verdict of zuil- 
ty in less than one hour. It has never trans- 
pired why these boys should have done this 
horrible deed. 

Tulwahuijo is a full-blood Seminole Indian, 
and is 56 years of age. He was one of a party 
of Indians under command of Charley Bow- 
legs (Who was a son of the famous Billy Bow- 
luvs, of Florida war fame), who murdered 
Scott Davis, a White man married to a Chick- 
asaw woman, and also forthe murder of a 
Joseph Bateman, a white man who had leased 
under Davis. These murders were committed 
in May, 1879, and were outrageously cruel and 
cowardly. ‘Davis was ambuscaded in a lonely 
place and shot, and was buried in a hollow 
tree. Bateman was fired upon while plowing 
in bis field. Itis rather singular that no one 
appears to know where these white men were 
from—whether South or North. Davis wasa 
cattle-buver and speculator, while Bateman 
worked the farm. Why these men Were 
killed remains a mystery, as it did not appear 
during the trial that there wag any trouble 
between them and their Indian neighbors. 
Possibly jealousy and general hatred of the 
white man. Of the party who did the killing, 
Bowlegs committed suicide, another was 
killed im a drunken brawl, two are on the 
scout,“ and the subject of this sketch is in 
jail, and, with true Indian stoicism, he wants 
to die quick. 


A Journalist of Noble Birth. 
New York Dispatch to Cincinnati Gazette. 

Mr. August Von Schroetter, of the editorial 
staff of the New Jersey Deutsche Zeitung, 
whose simple obsequies took place the other 
afternoon, was the younger son of a most 
distipguished Prussian family. His grand- 
father was Chancellor of the Kingdom of 
Prussia during the reign of King Frederick 
William III., nephew of the great Frederick, 
and his father was a general in the Prussian 
army. His only surviving brother is 
Baron Von Schroetter, of Koenigsberg 
and his two sisters are marriee 
to German noblemen. Edgar Von Schroetter, 
the deceased journalist, and his brother, the 
Baron, were officers in the Koenigsberg 
Third Cuirassiers regiment, commanded by 
the late Lieut. Gen. Wranegl. Mr. Von 
Schroetter was first lieutenant in the regi- 
ment. Among his brother oflicers were many 
who have since written their names high on 
the scroll of Prussian and German military 
fame, among them Lieut. Gen. Plewe, Lieut. 
Gen. Wedel and the renowned Gen. Blumen- 
thal, who succeeded Gen. Puterson as 
chief of the staff to the then Crown 
Prince of Prussia, now Emperor Wilhelm. 
At a military maneuver in Koenigsberg 
Lieut. Von Schroetter was accidentally 
wounded, a bullet from a soldier’s carbine 
which exploded prematurely striking him in 
the ankle. In consequence of this he re- 
signed his commission in the Prussian army. 
During the revolutionary movement of 1848. 
49 he became inoculated with the principles 
of republicanism, and, disagreeing radically 
with his family and his Government, but 
without coming to any open rupture, he ex- 
patriated himself and came to America in 
1839. Being a tine mathematician and civil 
engineer, he obtained employment as 
surveyor to the Newark aqueduct board, re- 
maining there four or tive years. Then he 
took charge of the indoor business depart- 
ment of a large Newark brewery, but in con- 
sequence of ill health, caused by his old 
wound, had to withdraw. He tben entered 
journalism, and became the regular Ameri- 
can correspondent of the Berlin Staats- 
Zeitung, the organ ot the German Guvern- 
ment. Subsequently he became connected 
with the Newark German newspapers, but 
for years pasteked out a bare subsistence, 
and died leaving his family almost destitute, 
a martyr to principle.

Any man living 
in a hotel or boarding-house in New York 
may go away and possibly be murdered, and 
no one wil] make an inquiry about him unless 
some special reason for doing so occurs. This 
is the case to a greater or less extent in all 
large cities, but probably nowhere is taere so 
much of it as here, where so many thousands 
who are unknewn come and go every day. 


The police always have on hand a long list 
of missing persons, but the list of those who 
are not reported to the police is probably still 
onger.

Baptist Revision of the Bible.

They are notintended to be exegetical, but 
only to furnish such occasional hints as seem 
necessary tothe intelligent reading of the 
passage. The work is not intended to be an 
independent translation, but only revision of 
the common English version. The familiar 
phraseolozy ofthe King James version will 
be identical where the true sense of the 
Hebrew text does not seem to make necessary 
achange. When completed the book, with 
the plates and copyright, will be presented to

black silk dress, the back of which, from 
the waist to the bottom, was soiled with 
a nasty looking substance. A _ ‘pale- 
faced, stunted boy with a large head was 
wiping the dress with a handkerchief, and 
when be bad finished the lady handed him a 
reward. Mr. Rogers and the ladies, after 
their shopping, went to the Metropolitan 
Hotel to luncb. They passed through the 
ladies’ entrance aud were inthe wide corri- 
dors near the ante-room of the grand dining- 
hall, when some one said, Sav, miss, some- 
body’s been throwing something on your 
dress.“ Miss Howell became very nervous, 
as she worea flowered silk robe, and Mrs. 
Rogers found that a substance that looked 
like thin oat-meal porridge was on the back. 
of it. Near them stood a boy, but they did 
not see him distinctly, as he was ina gloomy 
part of the corridor.

The Canoe Fever.

Wiliam L. Alden. the well known humor- 
ous journalist, founded the New York Canoe 
Club ten years ago, and since then canoeing 
has increased in popularity until it has be- 
come a mania. This fact recalls the proverb- 
ial advice “to paddle your own canoe,’”? but 
there are many in society who prefer that 
somebody else do the paddling while they 
have theenjoyment. Canoe building is now 
a prominent feature among our boatyards, 
and the latter have had this season a number 
of additional orders. Canoe managers should 
remember the man who first made a voyage 
of this kind and whose name would do honor 
to any society. I refer to John Ledvard, the 
first of American travelersin point of dignity 
and date. More than a century ago he 
was a student at Dartmouth College, and, be- 
coming dissatisfied with such a quiet life, he 
determined to gratify his adventurous spirit. 
He hewed down a tree which he fashioned in- 
to a canoe, and with a bearskin for a bed he 
began his voyage down the Connecticut. On 
reaching Bellows Falls the canoe was hauled 
around by a yoke of oxen, and the young ad- 
venturer reached Hartford without addition- 
al danger. Encouraged by this success Led- 
yard continued to gratify his love of discoy- 
ery. He sailed around the globe with Capt. 
Cook. and finished his bold and restless ca- 
reerin Egvpt, where he found a grave under 
the very shadow of the pyramids. Such was 
the first canoe adventurer in history, and the 
present club would do well to nonor his name 
in some substantial manner. 


The African Slave Trade Vigorous. 
From the London News. 


From time to time intelligence reaches Eng- 
land from the Soudan which leaves no room 
to doubt that the African slave trade con- 
tinues to be in vigorous operation in that 
country. Itis, indeed, stated that no fewer 
than 50,000 or 60,000 negroes are still annuullv 
conveyed to the Turkish and Egyptian ports 
of the Red Sea, where they are disposed of to 
dealers from all parts of the Sultan’s domin- 
ions. Yetitis unquestionable that in 1879 
Col. Gordon dealt what promised to be a death 
blow to the slave trade in the Soudan. His 
Lieutenant,Gessi Pasha,who has lately suffer- 
ed terrible hat 1 and beat the slave. 
trade s in a pitched battle, in which they, rely- 
ing pon superior numbers, made the first 
attack. Gessi Pasha inflicted a crushing de- 
feat upon the slave traders, and liberated im- 
mense numbers of slaves. If Col. Gordon had 
been properly supported by Tewfik Pasha, 
there is reason to believe that the slave trade 
would have been driven out of the Seudan. 
Since his departure his old enemies have to a 
great extent regained their former influence, 
and have succeeded in reviving on a large 
scale the traffic in negroes. It is quite true 
that that traffic can not be effectually sup- 
— until domestic slavery is abolished in 

Eypt, but yet Col. Gordon's experience 
shows tnat by the adoption of a vigorous pol- 
icy the number of victims may be greatly di- 
minished, and the trade rendered both haz 
ardous and unprofitable.

Trouble About Stallions.

Booth then went 
before a Justice and obtained an order for a 
surrender of the horses. Edbrook then ob- 
tained an attachment for an alleged debt of 
$150, for feed and care of horses. When the 
trial was called Edbrook failed to appear, and 
a verdict was given for Booth. Owing, how- 
ever, to legal technicalities he can not obtain 
possession of his horses for twenty days. 
They are now in possession of the authori- 
ties.

A BREWERS’ POOL. 


It Was Formed Yeeterday by the 
St. Louis Firms. 


A Guarantee Fund anda Union to Main- 
tain the Price of Beer. 


The brewers have at length adjusted thely 
differences, and the troubles in the trade are 


atanend. The matter escaped the attention 


of the morning papers, but there was 
an adjourned meeting of considerable 
importance yesterday, held dy the 
brewers at Germania Club Hall. 
Every brewery iu the city was represented, 
including the Winkelmever firm and C. G. 
Stitel & Co. William J. hemp presided over 
the meeting, Phil. Stock was secretary and 
the deliberations extended over five hours, 
from II o’clock until 4o’clock. The pres- 
ence of Mr. Straub, the first to introduce the 


“out” and Mr. Stifel, was _ hailed 
witb satisfaction, and the brewers went to 
work with a will for the purpose of complet- 
ing their union protective organization. The 
tirstresolution adopted by the whole body 
was the restoration of the standard price —88 
per barrel of four kegs. The dis- 
count question was then discussed and 
it was unanimously reselved to abolish all 
discounts in the trade. A resolution was 
next adopted allowing five cents to the dray- 
driver for every keg of beer for svending mo- 
ney over the counterand two per cent to the 
collector for money spent over the 
counter. This is equivalent to a 
discount of 3's per cent on every keg, andr 
it was thought to be as mucb as a saloon-keep- 
ercould expect. The meeting then perfected 
its protective organization and adopted tbe 
rules of the Chicago Brewers’ Association. 
The pool system was discussed at some 
length and finally adopted. Each 
brewer will pay into the pool the sum of 
$2 for every bundred barrels of beer sent out 
of the brewery. The pool is in effect a guiar- 
antee fund, and it binds the brewer to the 
terms agreed upon by the union yesterday. 
In the event of a violation of the 
rules or terms indorsed by the 
association, the case is reported tothe pool 
committee and the offending brewer forfeits 
all the money hitherto paid by him into the 
pool. The fund is likewise to be used when- 
ever necessary to protect the interests of the 
trade generally. The pool guarantee system 
bas worked well in other cities, and 
the brewers bere have determined to 
give it atrial with the view of maintaining 
steady prices and preserving good faith and 
barmopny in the trade. ° 
The brewers on ’Change this morning were 
peculiarly reticent touching yesterday’s meet- 
ing. It was conducted with closed doors and 
every care was takento exclude representa- 
tives of the press on the ground that the 
matters discussed only concerned the brew- 
ers in joint interest. A Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter spoke to several of the leading brew- 
ers in their corner of the Exchange to-day, 
and from one and all came the same response: 
“We do not want to talk about 
this matter. There is nothing to 
a about it to-day, for our plans are not 
fully complete. Ina few days all will be ar- 


ranged, but it is premature to speak of it 


now.“ 

Mr. Lemp said: “TI have no information to 
give of that meeting. It is true that we met 
and discussed all the measures referred to, 
put no agreement was reached at yesterday’s 
meeting on the pool system.“ 

Mr. Steck, of Kock & Schilling’s brewery, 
said: “I can not tell you anything about the 

ool system or what was done at the meet- 

ng. It is premature to speak 
of it now. Nothing was actu- 
ally accomplished yesterday inthe matter. 

Mr. Schlosstein declined to say what was 
done atthe meeting. A representative of 
Anthony & Kuhn's stated that all the meas- 
ures repcrted above were discussed, and 
every resolution as above was adopted 
except the pool guarantee mMguyes- 
tion. That would appear to be the 
obstacle in the way of perfecting the brewers’ 
union. A difference of opinion exists as to 
the amount to be paid into the pool on each 
barrel, but the principle of thef§guarantee 
fund is indorsed and will be acted upon when 
the amount is determined.

THE DROUTH. 


A Gloomy Picture of its Effecta in Cen- 

Accounts of the terrible effects of the 
drouth are not confined tothe southern dis- 
trict of Illinois. A PoOst-DIspatcu reporter 
met to-day a well known agriculturist from 
Central Missouri, who gave the following 
gioomy report: 

The condition ia fearful,and it behooves us 
to admonish our citizens that à season of 
general scarcity is at hand and that wise 

rovidence would dictate the careful garner- 

ng of what there is. Between St. Louis and 
Jefferson City, along the line of the Missouri 

Pacific Rallroad, are fields of corn that would 
not make ten barrels to the county. 

At Washington a cattle-feeder asked me if 
I could furnish him two car loadsof corn at 
fifty cents per bushel. I give this simply as 
an item showing how scarce itis. If aman 
owning stock is willing to pay fifty cents a 
duabef for corn, and then ship it 200 miles, it 
is certainly to keep stock from dying, fur there 
is no money in feeding cattle under such cir- 
cumstances. Above Jefferson City the pros- 
pect is a little better, and the early planting 
will yield something near half a crop. lu 
Johnson county the yield will not stand com- 
parison with — crop known in this country 
for years. Stock hogs that would have read- 
ily brought two weeks ago 
could not be given away to-day. We 
are out of eorn and have not 
Egypt to go to. Nor is tbe corn famine all 
tbut we need fear and dread. Fruit is almost 
afailure. Grapes and apples are shrinking 
and withering on vines and trees. Provident 
bouse-wives are rapidly converting them into 
such edible forms as will best preserve them 
forfuture us. Potatoes are withering and 
yottingin the ground, while meadows and 

astures are curing without having been cut. 

‘rom St. Louis to Kansas City 
along the line of the Pacific Road 
is a belt of blackened earth, ashes and 
deadened forest trees. The sparks from the 
engines are readily lighting and burning all 
herbal vegetation, and the beat of the flames 
searing aud browning the foliage of the forest 
trees. 

As I sat writing at home the other day I 
could see a row of soft-wood maple trees of 
some eight years’ growth, and a few catalpas. 
Fully one-third of the leaves of the maples 
are brown and dry, and half those of the 
catalpas lay scattered and seared on the 
ground beneath. In order to save the 
fodder ere it becomes too dry to 
handle, one man in the eastern part of John- 
son county has been cutting and putting his 
corn in theshock as rapidly as possible since 
the 10th inst. Though the polar wave has 
reached us and overcast tne sky with clouds 
we have as fet no rain, nor are the prospects 
considered flattering. Even should it come 
now no amount of rain can do more than pre- 
serve sufficient life in the corn to enable men 

and save it for fodder. 

y of We want immigration and 

must say nothing about this“ should not be 
considered for a moment. The dréuth coy- 
ers the greater portion, if not the whole, of 
the Mississippi Valley and the West. If we 
can say anything to cause men to carefully 
gather and save what we have, we will 
be able to get througb, and a proper 
understanding of the condition of things 
would, if anything, produce such an effect. 

Missouri and Illinois are too well known as 
agricultural sections for one year’s drouth 
to ruin their reputation. Besides, intelli- 
gent immigrants are fully aware that when 
the heavens fall the swallows are all caught, 
hence cannot expect in universal drouth to 
find Missouri and Illinois grand and notable 
exceptions.

some slicht advance has been made in the 
breakfast and supper dishes.“ Mr. Morris 
rather looked for an advance all along the 
ine. 

Dave Brierly, of the Globe, another Chest- 
nut street restaurant, was of the opinion that 
many of the low-price hasheries would have 
iogounder. Everything was nearly doubled 
in price over last vear. As for oysters, there 
would have to be an advance on them from 

to 50 per cent. 

Messrs. Turner and Pearce. of the Cafe 
arnum, stated that, although their business 
was enormous, all kinds of meats, poultry, 
vegetables, provisions, etc., were so very 
high that low schedule prices afforded a very 
smallmargin. They would advocate a gen- 
eral advance if others did so. 

Fred. Cole, who has recently opened a 
restaurant on Olive street, near Twelfth, says 
that he does not clear himself upon his din- 
ner, and depends upon his supper and break- 
fast trade, with incidental orders, to clear 
himself. As it was, he was, for the present, 
satisfied with business.

Except in wheat, in all 
articles named there is a fractional re- 


 netion at this moment, but the tendency is 


IN A DANGEROUS STATE. 


The President’s Pulse 118 and the 
Temperature 100. 


His ‘Stomach Irritable and He 
Vomits Several Times. 


Yet the Physicians are Confident 
and Cheerfal as Ever. 


Official Bulletins From the White House 
—Latest Dispatches Concerning 
Garfield’s Condition. 


Official Bulletin—8:30 A. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. 
C., August 15, 8:30 a. M.—The President did 
not rest as well as usual last night until 
towards 30’clock. His sleep was not sound 
and he awoke at shortintervals. His stom- 
ach was irritable and he vomited several 
times. About three o’clock he became com- 
posed and slept well until after 7 this morn- 
ing. His stomach is still irritable and his 
temperature rather higher than at 9:20 p. m. 
yesterday. At present his pulse is 108, tem- 
perature 100.2, respiration 20. 

NOON. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 15, NOON: 
—The President is said te be considerably bet- 
ter now than whenthe morning bulletin 
was issued. He has taken some milk and a 
t mall quantity of beef extract. He has also 


» partaken of some whisky with egg, all of 


which he has retained. In response to an in- 
quiry as to the cause of the President’s vom- 
iting, Private Secretary Brown said it was 
due entirely to a weak stomach, and while it 
was more or less aggravated by the wound, 
it could not be attributed solely to its effects. 
He added that the President contracted dys- 
pepsia while he was in the army and had at 
no time since been entirely free from it, and 


that when he was inapparent good health | 


he was oftentimes troubled with nausea. 
Brown says the surgeons are

Aside from this many 
requests for the “latest news’’ have been re- 
ceived from the several executive de- 
partments. The temperature and respira- 
tion as stated in the last bulletin are 
generally conceded as favorable indications, 
but the pulse, which is given as 118, causes 
considerable uneasiness in the public mind. 
Since the issuance of the builetinit has been 
impossible to confer directly with any one 
ofthe attending surgeons. Attorney-Gen- 
eral MacVeagh called a short time ago, 
and, as he was leaving the White House, 
said in reply to interrogatories that Dr. Ag- 
new attributed the unusually high pulse to 
the weak condition of the patient caused 
by the nausea with which he has been 
troubled. The Attorney-General said 
further the surgeons informed him there 
were no indications of a pus fever and they 
hoped they had overcome the 
trouble caused dy the nausea. If 
no further trouble from nausea is experi- 
enced, itisthought the patient will soon 
rally from the bad effects of the attack he has 
already had.

THE LAND BILL. 

Several irish Conservative Peers have 
urged Lord Salisbury to withdraw his oppo- 
sition to the Land Bill on the ground that the 
rejection of the bill would be followed by a 
renewal ofthe land agitation, which would 
probably entail upon them greater losses 
from non-payment of rent than they have yet 
sustained.
